In. rehouse to your letter of 7 June to Director Bush requesting 
clarification of his 2 June letter to Senator Hugh Scott, particularly 
the references to "records which were collected and Maintained by the 
Agency end viiich were subject to investigation by the Rockefeller 
Ooeniesdon and the Select Oeiult t e a and to the Privacy Act end Executive 
Order 11905 requiring the destruction of records," I an outlining below 
CIA policy on the destruction of records. Such policy was published 
in the Federal Register, Vol. 41, No. 226, 22 November 1976. 

All records, including those falling tader General Record s Schedules 
will be cowered by records control schedules app ro ve d by NABS prior to 
their 

Routine administrative records not involved under Senate Resolution 
No. 21 that are scheduled for immediate destruction will be de stroy e d 
upon receipt of NARS approval and after appropriate clearance by the 
Senate Select Ccnudttee on Intelligence. 

Records involved under Senate Resolution No. 21 that are scheduled 
for immediate de str uction will be destroyed after NARS approval, end 
appropriate concurrence from the Senate Select CScoaittee on Intelligence, 
but in no case prior to the eagpiration of tie current m ar at orian cn the 
destruction of records, 10 December 1976. 

Any Agency documents and materials vtdch are identified by our 
General Counsel as tbs subject of litigation or of poasAbta litigation, 
or as of interest in natters u n der investigation by the Justice Depart- 
ment, will not be destroyed without the prior concurrence of the General 
Counsel. This includes doosaants and Materials relating to FTeedoa of 
Infoxnation Act and Privacy Act requests to the Agency. 
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Extra copies of all documents mentioned above and copies of all 
other documents preserved only for convenience of ref amice or for 
distribution stocks of publications will be destroyed than no longer 

For your information, the Agency intends to meet the 31 December 1976 
deadline for the submission to iNARS of updated comprehensive records 
control sc h edul e s. To date, 13 Agency records control schedules have 
bean submitted to NAPS for final approval and five additional schedules 
have had a preliminary review by your appraiser and will be forwarded 
for approval within the next few weeks. 

While Agency records management practices must be consistent with 
the Director's responsibilities under the Katloial Security Act of 1947 
and the Central Intelligence Act of 1949, I assure you the Agency's 
positio n relating to the disposal of records will also be consistent 
with the provisions of the Federal Records Act as amended. Agency 
records control schedules will be made available to selected KARS 
offi c ial s for their review and your approval prior to implementation of 
any reoards disposition.
